The reports on Foreign, State and Home Missions were read by 
R. A. Kimbraugh, W. B. May and R. A. Kimbrourch, respectively. Th 
three reports were discussed by Brethrens Kimbrovgh, May and 
Collins, and adopted. 


Report. on Foreign Miss 07, 


Mark 16:15—“Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to 
every creature.’ 

The statistics of the Foreign Mission Board, published May 1920, 
show we have 542 churches on fure'gn lands, one-fourth of which are 
self-supporting, more than half of which worship in houses owned 
either by the Board or by these churches. 6,834 baptised 1919, the 
iargest saumber ever reported in a single year. The ‘wtal member- 
ship 57,434. These native churches contributed last year $242,460.00 
which is $4.22 per member. Thie is a good shov ing, when compared 
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with the per capita gifts by Southern Baptists. The report of May, 
1919 shows Southern Baptists gave $6.19 per member. 

The Sunday Schools now number 836, with an enrollment of 
47,672 scholars. Comparing the number of Sunday Schoo! scholars 
with the total membership, we have 83 per cent enrolled in Sunday 
Schools abroad, and 70 per cent enrolled in Sunday Schools in our 
Southern Baptist territory. 

The school work has grown wonderfully. Last year the Board 
had 544 schools of all grades, from kindergarten to Theologica Sem- 
inary with 18,514 students. These schools serve especially two great 
ends: They offer a fertile field of direct evangelistic effort and a 
training ground for development of leaders. In these schools a very 
large per cent of our converts are made and, of course, from them 
must come the leaders. It is encouraging to note that in our ten 
Theological Training Schools there were 345 students. 

We can hardly realize the sweep and importance of the medical 
work. We are astonished to know that our 14 medical missionaries 
could give 205,089 treatments during 1919; but they did, and preached 
the gospel to many a patient under favorable conditions and sent thie 
message into many homes which might have remained closed but for 
the effective medical missionary. 

The 75-Million Campaign has brought a new day to the work of 
our great board. Our foreign churches were so greatly inspired by 
the campaign at home that similar campaigns were organized in all 
our fields and more than a million dollars were pledged on these for- 
e'gn lands, The blessed encouragement that the duccess of our cam- 
paign has brought to our foreign missionaries who represent us at 
the front should give great satisfaction of all who had a worthy share 
in the campa‘gn at home. It should make us resolve to meet our 
pledges fully that these dear workers in the far lands may be 
strengthened in their glorious tasks. Let every church and individ- 
ual adopt careful plans for the collection of all pledges and more, 
that there may be no lack. We urge each individual and each church 
to pledge and pay thraugh the 75-Million plan. : 

Sixty-five new missionaries were appointed this year. A large 
percentage of these have gone to China and Japan. 

Thus the work grew under the favor of God. We see how it ex- 
pands and we rejoice. Shall we not make His piaisc even more 
glorious by pressing forward now in the great day of our great ad- 
vantage until “the whole earth shall be filled with the knowledge of 
the glory of God as the waters cover the sea.”

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Report on Home M:ssions 


The foundations of America are fundamentally religious, and the 
only spirit which may be trusted adequately to safeguard them is 
that of Christian patriotism. 

Christian Americanism is the work of Home Missions, which by 
bringing men to Christ, creates that righteousness that exalteth a na- 
tion. Our Baptist Home Mission Board is the out-standing of South- 
ern Baptists for making Amer'ca Christian. It has had a great rec- 
ord of successful service, but is now entering on a time of even lar- 
ger opportunity and need. 

[1 1919 the missionaries of our board baptised one convert for 
every three received into our churches. Regularly they baptize from 
twenty to twenty-five per cent as many converts as the entire number 
who enter our churches. For fifteen years its evangelists have aver- 
aged 450 baptisms per year per worker, a record far out-stripping 
that of any other similar agency. Its system of mountain schools is 
larger than any other and is the acknowledged standard in adaptabil- 
ity. Its enlistment work is rapidly bringing a more adequate stand- 
ard of spiritual instruction and effectiveness in hundreds of churches. 
Its Church Extension work has grown from infancy to lusty strength 
in a period of only a few years. 

In soul-winning and nation-serving; in teaching the truth of 
Christ and conserving it; in building Christians up and maturing for 
the state the type of character that makes our Republic great, and in 
the end, must save it from disintergration, our board has been wonder- 
fully used of God. 

At its Annual Meeting in Atlanta in June, after tong and pain- 
staking efforts to reduce the appropriations ag far as possible, the 
work of the present year. Even w'th this appropriation, it had to 
uecline many worthy appeals to enter wide open doors. 

We commend our board for its faith and vision in grappling the 
stupendous tasks that now comfort us and in believing that our peo- 
ple will respond to such leadership. We recommend that constant 
prayers be made for the board, for its missionaries and for its work, 
und that we give it large and sustained support through our gifts to 
the 75-Million- Campaign.
